Robberies and thefts are at present so 
rife in Canton that one begins to regard 
them as matters of course. To asy they 
Gre of daily ocourrenuce in coneiderably un- 
dorstating the aise, Robberies do not. 
necessarily moan the mare taking away of 
property ; they aleo include the ssiziires of | 
women and girs, Crimes are constantly 
occurring ‘under the very moso’ of the 
*powers that be.’ Governor Ma thought 
that tho incroaso in. robberies was due to 
gambling, aud he at onto suppressod it with 
unrelenting bind, At the time, tho 
Chinese Mail (Wah Ts: Yat Po) commont- 
ed upon his action as useleas, Uur con- 
temporary argued that gambling is @ con- 
soquence and not the cause of robberies. 
Tt went onto asp that before suppressing 
garabling the authorities should soo that 
there was othet omployment available for 
the gamblers, and atated there’ was no 


moro effvclivo woy of increasing the 


number of robbers: than to at once 
deprive tho legion who live on gambl- 
iog of their ordinary moans of subels- 
tenes, To do whet Governor Ma did, 
doubtléss with a praigoworthy spirit, was 
like putting tho cart bofore the horse, a 
way of duiug things characteristic of the 
mandarins.

Monday, Aug. 26. 
THE ALLEGED KIDNAPPING CASE. 

The charge brought by Ching Chau 
pgainat Li Fu, of actling her for the pur- 
pose of prostitution, came up fur re-hearing 
to-day on sppoal from the Magistrate’a 
finding of guilty. MrJ. J. Froncis, Q.C., 
inetructed by Mr H. J. Holmes, appeared 
for the appollant, Li Fu, and the Hon. W. 
M. Goodman (Attorney General), instrnct- 
ed by Me G. 0.0. Muster (Acting Crawn 
Solicitor) waa for tho reapondent, Chung 
Chan, 

The Attorney Goneral siid that, as this 
wae & re-hearing de note, it would be for 
him to etsto the facts of the case and call 
witnesses, ag in an ordinary prosecution, 
Tho evidence was that Chung Qhau, a girl 
of 17, had been living with a woman name 
ed .Ng Ping, who acted as her guirdian, 
at Chingsa Kowloon, Qn July 11 Ng 
Ping took Chung Chou to Li Fue house at 
Bunghom, and shile the throo were having 
ameal of rice together Ny Ping agreed to 
sell Chung Cheu to Li Fu for $160, and. 
paid down $50 on the spot, promising to 
psy the rest as soon aa the girl could be 
sold in Singapore as 2 prostitute. 

Mc Francis asked leave to interpose; he 
thought the appellant (who had been sent 
to gaol by the Magistrate) ought to ha 
present at thie re-heating of his case. 

Tt was found that Li Fa bad been brought 
down from the gaol to the Court io chargo 
of a warder.

gapore «8a ‘prostitute, so sho. escaped 
and tock refuge with: her aister-in-low 
in Ohinese Kowloon, So the purchaser, 
Li_Fu, went to the vendor Ng Ping 
to got his money back, but only succeeded 
iu recovering $15 of it,.

The polico made search, 
and fuund the girl.at Wanohai; and on in- 
vestigation they also found that it was not 
tho sister-in-law bat ber accuser who had 
been trying to kidnap the girl: Ng Ping 
aod Li Fu were prosecuted, and both wero

ARRIVAL OF TRE COMMISSION AT 
KUCHENG. 
OBSTRUCTION BY CHINESE 
OFFICIALS, 

(From our own Currespondent, } 

Foochow, August 19. 

I-have just received.a totter from Ku- 
chong, the substance of which is as follows. 
The party, sevon in all, the British and 
American Consuls, the British Vice-Consul, 
Lieut. Evane,-of the U.S.S, Detroit, Dr J. 
J. Gregory and Revs, Banister and Star, 
reached Kucheng safely at 6,30 p.m. on 
Friday, the 16th, As they approached the 
south gate of the city thoy were met by o 
vast crowd of thousands of soldiers, officials 
and people assembled to do them honour, 
As each chair approached a Yawen runner 
handed the eccupant the cards of the four 
Mandarins then in the city. A salute was 
fired and the pariy was conducted to ons of 
the Methodist Mission Housea through a 
roundabout strect crowded with people and 
gaily decorated with flags and scarlet cloth 
banners, Tho Stars and Stripes and the 
British Qonsuler flag wera raised above 
the house, and the writer saya; ‘My heart 
filla with pride as I see these symbols 
of civilization in the vary heart of savage, 
barbarous heathonisin.'

Tho Coneuls then said they and the whole 
of their party would expect to be present 
st the trial of the criniinala, ‘but this the 
Profect promptly refused, saying it was a 
precedent and-he would first have'to get 
instructions from the Viceroy, The Oon- 
aule then domanded it-as a Treaty. right, 
which tha Viceroy had no power to grant 
ér refuse.” As tho Prefect still refcsed they 
made a formal demand snd gave him four 
hours in which to reply. Hie answer camo 
Aiftoen minutes late and was in aubstance 
that he know the justice of thoir requent, 
that it would probably be granted, and thet 
ho had already telographod to his superiots 
for instruotioné.. Thaa'he cleverly avolded 
the question.“ Tator, word was brought that 
the request would bs granted, and the pre- 
aence.of the patty be allowed at all trials 
ponding fnatructions from the Vicsroy, bat 
about 11.80 p.m, 4 letter came” from -th 
Profevt saying: thet he’ would not “allow 
theits ‘to be pressnt till the ‘Viveroy’s reply

Last spring they went 
into the District Magistrate’s Yamen, and 
compelled him to send ont in state two of 
theie number whom he had had arrested, 
and to beat in thoir presence one of the 
men who arrested them. : 
‘The party will probably go to Hea Sang 
this wook, It is reported on good sutho- 
rity that all the people have fled from that 


village and taken everything moveable 
with them. 

Word from onothor member of the party 
says that they are all absolutely aafo>—In- 
decd Mr Star is now on his way down 
alone to Foochow to attend to some busi- 
noss, after which ho-will immodiately re- 
torn, 

‘Lhe above shews what the expedition is 
doing and has done. It is well that ther 
gentlemen went, for they oro determ'ned 
to find out the truth and will ferret ‘hy 
thing out*to the bottom. The-refusal of 
the Prefect to allow them to be present at 
the trial shows that there is no intention 
on the part of the Chinese togs to the bot- 
tom of things, and that there aro probably 
some powerful ‘ vegetation ' leaders whom 
the Prefect and his superiors are anzinus to 
shield. I trust tha Consuls will insist upo. 
their rights and that in this they will te 
backed up by theic Ministers at Peking. 
To yield now. would be disastrous to the 
interoata of Foreigners everywhers in 
China, It is o critical timo, and a firm 
hand, a firmer, } hear, than that of our 
Minister, will ba necded to bring.us safely 
through it. é

frommehowing any hesitancy and vacillation 
im the matter. Victor Hugo once abserved : 
A wan is killed in Peris, it is o murder, 
Tho throata of fifty thousand people ars cut 
in the East it in a ‘question.” And the 
foreign diplomats in Pelin would talk them- 
selves hoarse without cominy any the,ceayer 
to a just sclution of 1yep question.” “Aue 
system of- treating China ae a civilized 
power has been weighed in the balance and 
found wanting, and it ia high time thut tno 
‘gunboat’ policy of 1 decade ago should be 
reverted to, To retuain passive speatatora 
of the spoliation of theie subjects ie not a 
befitting role for either Great Britain or the 
United States to ploy, It is therefore to be 
hoped that the Kucheng out‘ reak will arouse 
the English-speeking govaromen 8 to a senso 
of their duty and-that they will emphasize 
their demande for redress by a naval de- 
monstration. Jt is tolesably certain that 
the great Powers are now of one mind in 
dealing with Obina, but how long they will 
continue so, remains to be seen, Wa ere 
very muoh disinclined to believe that their 
mutnal distrust would not in the, preaent 
cave, any tore than in the past, offurd 
Chiza an outlet to escape from her well mo- 
tited deserts. For o far tvinous crime 
China has had to face a combination of 
Powars and succeeded iu extrioating herself 
from their meshes, Itis thé old old story. 
The ‘combination’ would! present a joint 
rote to China containing their demands fur 
redress and one of the previcus members of 
the fcombination’ would secretly vounsel 
the Chineso officials to resist the demands, 
Jo duo courses the other members of the 
‘oombination’ would fiud out that one uf 
their own number bad been playing false, 
and the whole plan of coercion comes 
forthwith to an unseemly ond to the 
great digcomfiturs of the Powers on 
cerned. Such is, in short, the infamous 
story of European diplowacy in Chiau, 
Knowing this, it is not to be wondered at 
that the astute Chinese officials abould play 
their cards acourdingly. We are. now told 
that Great Britain and the Uoited States 
have formulated their demands and China 
will not ba slow in pledging herself to their 
acceptance, But between her pledge and 
its fulfilment there ie a big gulf which no 
European diplomats have os yet sucteeded 
in bridging over. Tha tvtedgr of missing. 
ties and the destructigh of thelr property in 
China will go-on a8 merrily os ever -nolesa 
the Japanese. condescend to step in wud take 
tho missionaries under their pecteoting wing. 
As things are, the privilege of. being an 
Englishman or-au American in Chioa docs 
not ostry with it any tangible edvantage, 
much lees immunity from being despuiled of 
all worldly gotds end murdered isto the 
barguin..

THE LOSS OF THE ‘S00CHOW.’ 
COURT oF INGUIRY. " 

A Court of Inquiry was held at Shanghai 
on the 20th inst. toto the circumstances 
attending the loss of the British steamer 
Soochow, of London, No. 91,883, whioh 
struck one mile south of the North-east 
Promontory, in Shantung Province, on or 
about the 12th of August, 1899. \ 

The following was the finding of. the 
Court :— 

Finding and vrder of s Navat Court held 
at H.G.M.’s Consulate-General, Shanghai, 


‘on the 20th day of August, 1895, to investi- 


gate the circumstances attending the loss of 
the British steimehip Soochow, of London, 
oficial No. 91.886 which occurred on the 
¥.E. Promontory, Shantung Province, on 
the 12th day of August, 1895, 

It appears from the evidence given before 
the Court that the Soochow waa a screw 
steamship owned by the China Navigation 
Cowpany of London. She bad five com- 
Paeses, one standard on the upper dridge, 
one steering on the upper bridge, one in the 
wheelhouse and two in reserve, She was 
under the command of Mr John Richard 
Cooke, who holda a oortifioate as master, 
and Lad a crew of 36 hands together with « 
compradore’s steff of 17. Her draught of 
water forward was 18ft, 3in., and ifft. Zia. 


t. 

She left Chiokiang on tho 9th Angust at 
11’ p.m, with a cargo of wheat and rico 
bound for Taku Bar, On the 22th of 
August at. 2a.m, the weather heeame foggy 
and the engines were put aot half-epeed. 
Thenceforward frequent soundings were 
fuken and apart and course duly aitered in 
acoordance with the state of the weather, 
At 11.16 aim, breakers wore sighted, the 
helm wos put hurd-a-port, and the engines 
dull epeed astero. At minute or two after. 
warda she took the rooke, atrikiog them 
abreast the foremast, subsequently, at &.20 
p.m, slipping off and sinking in 13 
fathoms. 

The Court having regard to the circum- 
sladce above atated, finds as follow :— 

(Y—That the muster sppears to have 
navigated his vessel in o careful manner 
and to have taken proper precautions to 
enable the ship to pass at a safe distance of 
the land, 

{2)—Thaot tho fact of the veascl going 
ashore is to be attributed to the influence of 
a atrong north-weaterly eurrent, which 
under the oireumstances one would not 
expect to find, : 

{3)—That the officers and crew appeat to 
have conducted themselves in a proper man- 
tier. 

(4)—That every attention and courtesy 
was shown by the Chinese residentsin the 
neighbourhood of the apot tg’ the ship- 
wreeked crow. whero tho stitp-ettaok, 

(5)—That the Court desires esprcially to 
direct attention to the fact that (ie syren 
attached to the NE, Promontory lighthouse 
awould appear ii fuggy weather to be abe 
solutely inaudible, seeing that the Soochow 
was within a two-mile radius of the light- 
house for at least twenty minutes without 
heariog any sound, 

The expenses of the Court, fixed at £5 
3.., are approved. . .

There is no longer any nead for our Brecoh 
friends concealing the very important enter- 
price which they have on hand in the centre 
of China, whioh meats cothing more or less 
than the opening up of the most conserva. 
tive and anti-foreiga province in China— 
Hunan, We have aeverel times of Iato 
taentioned the myeterions mission of the 
gunboat Lutin in tha Yangteze, and a fow 
dayn ago we reported that her destination 
was the Tungting Lake, We cow leara 
from areliable informant at Hankow that {fo 
addition to the extra officers and crew, the 
Zutin bas oa board M. Emil Rocher, who is 
to be the chief of the French Commercial 
Mission now being organised to exploit 
China by the united French Ohambera of 
Commerce, MM. Roaher was formerly Com- 
tissioner of Customs in the [.M. Chinese 
service, which ha afterwards left for that'af 
hie owa country in Tonkin. ; He haa travel. 
Jed exteusivelyjin Southern China, and is 
the author of the standard work on Yaonan, 
*La Provinee Chinoise dn Yunnan.’ M, 
Rooher’s present mission is, wo understand, 
to advise the French Government as to the 
beat point in the Tungting Lake for the 
establishmont of o Treaty Port, Opinton is 
said to be divided between Ohougteh-fu, 
Chang-aba-fu, and Yochowfu,, ‘So 
far, wa understand, nothing definite 
os to” the exact aite fas beon 
asttled, though pulitioally the opaning of the 
provincial capital Chongaha to foreigners 
would be the greatest triumph for French 
diplomacy and the cause uf progress generale 
ly in China, while Changteh and Xochow 
are beth greater places commercially than 
the ospital, But we must wait farther. in- 
formation. We believe, bowever, that the 
openiog of a port in Hunan is ono of the 
conditions of the new Franco-Chinesa Treaty, 
which is os yet a sented book to British 
diploraata and tike everything else not under. 
stood awakens suspicion aad vague Corrors, 
qwhoro prubsbly, when the full document is 
published, there will be found to be no canse 
for such feara, Tha opening of Hunan b 
apy nation will ba on immense gain to all 
foroign interests in China, as,it will strike 
at the very§heart of tho antieforeign’ devil, 
and tend to enlighten the natives of the moat 
ignorant and prejudiced province as to the 
true object of the wission of the Ovoidentak 
in China, A few years baok a greet oss 
wes ruade about a projected visit to the 
sborea of Hunan by ao British man-of-war 
with Mr Qungul Chris. Gardner on board, 
butit proved abortive and never 'eventaated’ 
as the Americans say, It will ban nasty jor 
for British diplomaoy to have the work which 
it failed so’ miserably to cerry out, after 
openly talking about it, quietly accomplished 
witbout any flourish of trampets by- the 
Frenoh, But British diplomacy is a thing 
of tho past, like British prestige in China, -—
